East Jordan City 
Commission seeks 
community support 
in obtaining marina 
dredging grant

The East Jordan City 
Commission is seeking sup- 
port from local citizens, 
area visitors and the busi- 
ness community in their ef- 
forts to secure grants funds 
for dredging the marina.

The situation has become so 
critical, the public boat 
launch had to be closed late 
last summer. In a commu- 
nity that relies heavily on 
tourism and the attraction 
of boating on Lake 
Charlevoix, revitalizing the 
marina and harbor area is 
crucial to the local economy. 

The City Commission has 
drafted a sample letter that 
residents, tourists and busi- 
ness owner can use as a 
template. Of course, the let- 
ter can be modified to re- 
flect the writer’s personal 
situation and can be printed 
on personal or business let- 
terhead. The letters should 
be addressed to the Chair 
and Members of the MI 
State Waterways Commis- 
sion. 

The Commission asks 
that anyone wishing to sub- 
mit a letter of support do so 
by delivering them to the 
East Jordan City Clerk, 
Cheltzi Wilson no later than 
Friday, January 18th. Let- 
ters will be forwarded, 
along with the City’s letter, 
and copies of petitions that 
are circulating throughout 
town, to the MWC during 
the week of January 21st.

2013 Sanctity of Life Day observance and 40th annual March for Life

The 2013 observance of Na- 
tional Sanctity of Life Day will 
be this Sunday, January 20th, 
and the 40th annual March for 
Life, hosted by the March for 
Life Education and Defense 
Fund, will be next Friday, Janu- 
ary 25th. The commemoration 
of this event began in early Jan- 
uary of 1984, with a proclama- 
tion by then President Ronald 
Regan designating the first Na- 
tional Sanctity of Human Life 
Day as January 22nd of that 
year.

Wade Supreme Court case at 
that time. 

Reagan issued the proclama- 
tion each year of his presidency, 
designating Sanctity of Human 
Life Day to be the third Sunday 
in January. President George H. 
W. Bush, continued the annual 
proclamation throughout his 
presidency as well. After the 
practice was discontinued dur- 
ing President Bill Clinton’s ad- 
ministration, George W. Bush, 
resumed the proclamation, and 
did so every year of his presi- 
dency.

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East Jordan Moves Forwar 


East Jordan City Commission 
meeting - January 15, 2013

EAST JORDAN—The East Jor- 
dan City Commission met Tues- 
day evening for a meeting heavily 
focused on finding solutions for a 
marina being overrun by sand 
and silt from the Jordan River. 
City commissioners were forced 
to begin making tough decisions 
concerning the deposited sedi- 
ment, as time and Mother Nature 
are not on their side. 

The city has sought engineer- 
ing assistance to improve the cur- 
rent sediment diversion wall in 
hopes of preventing a large 
amount of sediment from enter- 
ing the marina. With concerns as 
to the high cost of the construc- 
tion project, Parks Director Tom 
Cannon argued, “If we don’t 
build a wall, there’s no point in 
doing any more dredging.” As 
without improvements on the 
wall, the sediment will continue 
to fill the marina, ultimately 
making it unusable. The commis- 
sion elected to move forward 


with plans to improve the wall, 
with construction planned this 
spring. 

Dredging of the marina has 
been postponed to discuss at a fu- 
ture meeting, though commis- 
sioners brought many ideas to 
the table. Unsure of the likeli- 
hood that East Jordan will re- 
ceive any grant money for 
dredging, commissioners will 
have to decide if it will be within 
the city’s budget to dredge the 
marina for the upcoming sum- 
mer season. 

The East Jordan EMS depart- 
ment was also highlighted at 
Tuesday’s meeting with the re- 
cent sale of the former EMS 
building on State Street. Initially 
$10,000 had been donated to fund 
the building project. Upon the 
sale of the building, commission- 
ers have agreed to deposit a por- 
tion of the proceeds back into the 
EMS Department Trust Fund. 
City Administrator, Chris Yonker 
stated that the remainder would 
be used to offset the department’s 
current operating deficit. 

The next meeting of the East 
Jordan City Commission is 
scheduled for February 5 at 7pm. 
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East Jordan City Parks Director, Tom Cannon spoke with the city commission at length Tuesday night about 
the cost and need for a silt wall and dredging for the city marina.

Attaining and Maintaining 
a Healthy Weight

So, you made a resolution to lose 
weight. Congratulations on mak- 
ing an important decision to im- 
prove your health. You are not 
alone in this decision. Estimates 
are that more than 45 million 
Americans begin a diet every year, 
and for good reasons. Overweight 
is linked to numerous negative 
health outcomes. 

Michigan has the fifth highest 
rate of obesity in the United States 
with nearly one-third (31.3%) of 
residents having a body mass 
index (BMI) of 30% or greater. 
Adults of normal weight have 
BMIs of 18.5 to 24.9 and a BMI of 
25.0 to 29.9 is considered over- 
weight. Attaining and maintain- 
ing a healthy body weight is the 
second best thing you can do to im- 
prove your health outcomes. 
Smoking cessation is the most im- 
portant. A visit to your physician 
before beginning your weight-loss 
program can verify if you are med- 
ically ready to start losing weight. 

Now that you have made the de- 
cision, you will first want to deter- 
mine a healthy weight range, in 
consideration of your gender, 
height, and age. Use the BMI esti- 
mator at the CDC website to find 
your healthy weight range 
(www.cdc.gov/healthyweight). Be 
realistic in setting your goal. 
Knowing how much weight you 
need to lose to achieve a healthy 
BMI, you might be tempted to find 
a “quick-fix” - weight loss supple- 
ments (or surgery) or a fad diet. 

Among the popular fad diets of 
2012 were: Acai Berry Diet, Cab- 
bage Soup Diet and the Apple 
Cider Vinegar diet. Low fat, low 
carb, high protein - how do you 
choose the best diet for you? Sim- 
ply put, restrictive diets don’t work 
and fad diets, which highly restrict

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the number of calories consumed 
or the type of food you can eat, are 
not sustainable long-term. You 
might lose weight quickly for a 
short time, but will regain the 


weight and more when you stop fol- 
lowing the plan. About 95% of peo- 


ple who lost weight will regain it. 
If you over-restrict your calorie in- 
take, your body becomes more effi- 
cient at using the fewer calories 
you provide, slowing your metabo- 
lism and making it even harder to 
lose weight the next time. The se- 
cret to long-term weight loss is: 
consuming fewer calories than you 
need on most days. 

It is an easy formula: calories 
out greater than calories in to lose 
weight; calories out equal to calo- 
ries in to maintain weight. In 
order to lose one pound, you need 
to burn 3500 calories more than 
you consume. For long-term 
weight loss, aim to lose not more 
than two pounds per week, on aver- 
age. A two-pound weight loss 
translates to a weekly calorie 
deficit of 7000 calories. You can get 
an estimate of how many calories 
you need daily to maintain your 
weight considering your gender, 
age and activity level at: 
www.healthyweightforum.org/eng 
/calculators/calories-required/. 

A rough estimate of how many 
daily calories you need is to multi- 
ply your current weight by 14. A 
150-pound person would require 
approximately 2100 calories per 
day to maintain that weight (this 
assumes the person is sedentary 
more than active and exercises 
moderately three to five times per 
week). In order to lose one pound 
per week, they would need to burn 
an extra 500 calories per day 
(8500/7) or reduce their intake by 
500 calories per day - or a combina- 
tion of the two. Eat less and move 
more and you will lose weight. 

What does this mean on a daily 
basis? There are numerous web-

sites that are helpful in developing 
meal plans. Contact me by e-mail 
for more information on these. The 
main idea is to eat a balanced diet. 
We have all heard it many times be- 
fore. A balanced diet consists of 
protein, carbohydrates, fats, whole 
grains, and fruits and vegetables. 
Aim to include each of these in 
your daily diet. Don’t consider cer- 
tain foods “off limits.” Allow your- 
self to eat your favorite foods in 
moderation, just remember that 
the calories count toward your 
daily goal and will slow your 
weight loss. 

Eat regularly, at least three times 
a day, including breakfast. Don’t 
let too much time lapse between 
meals or you are likely to overeat 
and make poor food choices at your 
next meal. Planning your meals 
will help keep you on track. 

Equally important for weight 
loss and maintaining a healthy 
weight: Get moving. You don’t 
need a gym membership and you 
don’t need hours of intense physi- 
cal activity to lose weight. Moder- 
ate activity for thirty minutes on 
most days is enough for most peo- 
ple to achieve weight loss. That 
could be as simple as a thirty- 
minute walk. You can split that 
into two fifteen-minute daily walks 
if that works better for your sched- 
ule. 

Losing and maintaining a 
healthy weight is a long-term 
prospect. There will be times in 
your weight-loss journey that you 
become discouraged with the speed 
of your weight loss and want to 
give up. Now, while your motiva- 
tion is high, write down your rea- 
sons for wanting to lose weight 
while your motivation is high. 
Then, when you are considering 
giving up on your goal, review 
your list.

Health Department adds immunization clinics 


The recent deaths of 
four children in central 
and southwest Michigan 
underscore the impor- 
tance of getting flu shots 
for the entire family, ac- 
cording to Joshua Meyer- 
son, M.D., Medical 
Director for the Health 
Department of North- 
west Michigan. To help 
meet community de- 
mand, the Health Depart- 
ment has scheduled four 
additional immunization 
clinics: on January 15th 
from 10am-7pm at its 
Petoskey/Harbor Springs 
location, and on January 
18th from 8am-12pm at 
the Mancelona Family 
Resource Center, 1pm- 
5pm in Gaylord, and 8am- 
3pm in Charlevoix. 
Walk-ins are welcome 
during these clinics, but 
appointments can also be 
made for other dates and 
times by calling (800) 432- 
4121. 

“Every child and adult 
should receive the flu 
vaccine as soon as possi- 
ble,” Meyerson empha- 
sizes. “Those who are not 
vaccinated are risking 
their own health, and the 
health of their families. 
By carrying the illness, 
they pose a threat to oth- 
ers — especially young 
children and the elderly — 
who are at much higher 
risk for life-threatening 
complications arising 
from the illness.” 

According to the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health, three 
of the four children 
killed by the flu virus 
had not been vaccinated, 
and the fourth had re- 
ceived the vaccine too 


young. As of the end of 
December, statewide hos- 
pitalization rates and 
emergency room visits 
were reported to have in- 
creased significantly. 

“Quite simply, in- 
fluenza vaccinations are 
the best protection,” 
Meyerson added. “If you 
can’t make it to one of 
the Health Department’s 
upcoming immunization 
clinics, talk to your 
physician or visit a local 
pharmacy offering the 
flu vaccine. There’s re- 
ally no excuse not to get 
vaccinated.” 

The Health Depart- 
ment offers appoint- 
ments for flu shots and 
many other immuniza- 
tions at its offices in Bel- 
laire, Mancelona, 
Charlevoix, 
Petoskey/Harbor Springs 
and Gaylord. The cost for 
seasonal flu vaccination 
is $25. Medicaid and 
Medicare are accepted, 
as well as private insur- 
ance, or clients may pay 
by cash or check. Call the 
Health Department at 
(800) 432-4121 to schedule 
an appointment.

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Hot Tips for preventing cold weather damage from roof ice dams 


ty) 
Ridge Vent 


Ice dams occur in climates 
with freezing temperatures. 
When the temperature in the 
attic is above freezing, snow on 
the roof melts and runs down 
the sloping roof. When the 
snowmelt runs down the roof 
and reaches the colder eaves 
(overhang) and gutters, it re- 
freezes. 

After several days of melting- 
freezing cycles, the freezing 
snowmelt builds up and forms a 
dam of ice, behind which water 
ponds. The ponding water can 
back up under the roof shingles 
until water enters the attic and 
eventually does damage to the 
interior ceilings, walls, and con- 
tents along the exterior walls. 

Research has shown sun expo- 
sure in the winter has little ef- 
fect on attic air temperature. 
Warm air from living spaces 
below penetrating into the attic 


is usually the culprit in the for- 
mation of roof ice dams. The 
presence of significant icicles 
along the gutter or eaves may be 
an indication of roof ice 
damming. 

There’s no way to guarantee 
an ice dam will not damage your 
home, but you can reduce the 
likelihood of an ice dam forming 
in the first place: 

LI Thoroughly clean all leaves, 
sticks, and other debris from 
rain gutters and down spouts. 
This allows melting roof snow to 
flow into gutters and through 
down spouts. 

LC Strive to keep snow on your 
roof to a minimum. Long-han- 
dled devices called “roof rakes” 
let you stand on the ground and 
pull the snow off the roof. Keep- 
ing heavy snow loads off your 
roof reduces the chances for 
both ice dam formation and roof 


failure due to the weight. 

CL] Keep gutters and down 
spouts clear of snow and icicles 
all winter. 

1] Evaluate the insulation and 
ventilation in your attic. Most 
experts agree attic insulation 
should have an R-value of at 
least R-30 (R-38 is preferable in 
northern climates). In addition, 
good airflow from under the 
eaves or soffit area along the un- 
derside of the roof and out 
through the roof vents is essen- 
tial. The insulation prevents 


heat loss from the interior of the 


home. The venting allows the 
attic air to stay cold enough to 
prevent or minimize the 
freeze/thaw cycle on the roof. 
Consult a reputable roofing 
and/or insulation contractor 
about these improvements.

8th Boyne

After the January 8th Boyne 
City Commission meeting 
began with a moment of si- 
lence honoring Howard 
Crozier, former Boyne City 
Volunteer Firemen who re- 
cently passed, City Manager 
Michael Cain reported that 
the city had receive a poten- 
tial “lump of coal” in the mail 
over the holidays in the form 
of a letter from the state gov- 
ernment announcing major 
changes in revenues munici- 
palities will be receiving from 
personal property taxes. 

“We are still trying to deci- 
pher what all these changes 
mean,” Cain told the commis- 
sioners, “and how they will 
impact our budget. When it 
does take effect, it looks like 
we can at least anticipate tens 
of thousands of dollars in 
cuts.” 

A new Police Department 
patrol bicycle was also pre- 
sented at the January 8th 
meeting, and local business- 
men; John McLeod of Classic 
Instruments and Bo Mayfield 
of North Country Cycle Sport 
received certificates of appre- 
ciation for their efforts in 
helping to secure the new ad- 
dition to the Boyne City Police 
force. 

Boyne City Police Chief, Jeff 
Gaither noted, “John was in- 
strumental in helping us pay 
for this patrol bicycle through 
a fundraiser he held. (Bo 
Mayfield) was able to get us 
such a great deal we were able 
to use some of the money 
from John’s fundraiser to buy 
equipment for the bike and 
fund officer training.” 


Cain added, “People ask 
what makes Boyne City spe- 
cial...what’s our secret? I 
think you can see a little bit of 
that tonight. Businesses go 
out of their way to do some- 
thing for the benefit of our 
community.” 

Bike patrols officers will at- 
tend a training to learn about 
maneuvers, safety and other 
operational aspects unique to 
bike patrol applications. The 
bike will be used to patrol 
downtown and other Boyne 
City areas, and the unit offers 
virtually silent operation and 
the ability to access areas mo- 
torized patrol vehicles cannot. 

It was also revealed at the 
January 8th meeting that the 
State Historical Preservation 
Office had announced several 
areas in downtown Boyne 
City had been placed on the 
National Register for Histori- 
cal Places, and Cain noted this 
“could lead to new opportuni- 
ties for our city and busi- 
nesses.” 

Erica VanDam of the Health 
Department of NW Michigan 
presented a Bronze Award to 
Boyne City for promoting the 
active community program 
supporting physical fitness, a 
new backhoe that was previ- 
ously approved by the City 
Commission has been re- 
ceived, and Scott McPherson 
reported on the latest updates 
for the ongoing Kirtland Prod- 
ucts noise issue. 

“At the last planning com- 
mission meeting,” McPherson 
said, “Kirtland representa- 
tives presented three different 
proposals to resolve the noise 
issue at the plant. Two pro- 
posals concerned doing addi-

tional noise studies, and an- 
other proposed starting imme- 
diately with the enclosing of 
three pieces of equipment. 
The planning commission 
wasn’t totally comfortable 
with any of these options.” 

He related that the planning 
commission directed staff to 
continue to work with Kirt- 
land representatives and that 
a good next step would be to 
speak with RSG to see if they 
can do an analysis regarding 
the effects of the proposed en- 
closing of the three pieces of 
equipment. 

The commission set the 
agenda for preparing the new 
budget, and unanimously ap- 
proved a special March 19th 
session for working on the 
budget. Other items toward 
the close of the meeting in- 
cluded the announcement that 
the holiday lighting schedule 
has now gone from 24/7 to 
nighttime only, and there was 
a discussion regarding how 
low lake levels would poten- 
tially affect marina boat slip 
leasing in the coming season. 

“With the drop in lake levels 
we have had,” Cain observed, 
“Barb Brooks (harbormaster) 
has looking at our options and 
for the possible need and abil- 
ity to do dredging. We are 
looking at all of our options.” 

Cain added that Lake 
Charlevoix levels are cur- 
rently at a 1964 low point. 

Next regular City Commis- 
sion meeting is set for Tues- 
day, January 22nd at noon.

Since our community’s founding, 
the area has been a thriving loca- 
tion through both high and low 
lake and river water levels. Even 
though there were times when the 
water level was as it is today, there 
remained sufficient depth for activ- 
ities such as boating, fishing and 
the use of our harbor. 

The harbor and marina located 
here were constructed and updated 
with the blessing of all levels of 
local and state government. The 
water level in the marina was 
never a problem before; now most 
of the marina is unusable due to 
the deposition of sand and silt that 
enters the marina from the Jordan 
River. The sedimentation severely 
diminishes the usability of both 
the marina/harbor and actually re- 
sulted in the closing of the nearby 
public boat launch late last sum- 
mer. 

Our City Commission has been 


and still is very concerned about 
this issue. In the past few years, 
our community has made numer- 
ous financial sacrifices and com- 
mitments to keep this area open for 
active use. The City just dredged 
the marina last spring and now 
must do so again this coming 
spring in order for the marina to 
have any chance of opening; the 
City has and continues to struggle 
to keep the marina useable. It is 
vital to our business and the 
greater East Jordan area to have 
this facility and the public boat 
launch open. 

The City made application for 
and was approved for a grant from 
the State Waterways Commission 
under the Waterways Grant-In-Aid 
for Infrastructure Improvements to 
modify the existing sediment diver- 
sion wall along the west side of the 
marina. These modifications 
would have prevented most of the 
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sand that continues to wash down 
the Jordan River from being de- 
posited in our marina. This grant 
was tentatively approved; however, 
it is our understanding that the 
Waterways Commission has de- 
cided to withdraw its approval 
with the intent of using all of the 
grants to fund emergency dredging 
throughout the state. 

The City Commission, realizing 
the critical role our marina/harbor 
plays in our local economy, is look- 
ing to move ahead on its own with 
local tax funds to design and con- 
struct the modifications to the sedi- 
ment wall early this spring. These 
are funds that were intended for 
other important purposes. The 
City will be requesting that the Wa- 
terways Commission convert the 
original sediment wall grant into 
an emergency dredging grant, so 
that once the wall project is com- 
plete, the marina can be dredged to 


allow it to open. 

The State’s Jordan River contin- 
ues to wash and deposit sand at its 
mouth, which is our marina and 
harbor. Expenses have reached the 
point where slip rental fees, as reg- 
ulated by the State, do not allow for 
recovering the exorbitant expenses 
needed to keep this area open for 
use. 

FOR BUSINESS OWNERS: Our 
business relies heavily on the 
tourism brought to our area by 
users of such facilities as the ma- 
rina & boat launch. We estimate 
that tourism based on our area’s 
natural amenities generates ap- 
proximately __—% (fill in applica- 
ble percentage) of our annual 
business receipts. It is critical to 
our business that the marina & 
launch are allowed to reopen.

County schedules joint meeting to 
discuss Beaver Island facility 


CHARLEVOIX — The Charlevoix 
County Board of Commissioners 
wants to talk with the other parties 
that could be potential partners in a 
joint $1.5-million facility on Beaver 
Island. 

Commissioners scheduled a joint 
meeting with the Charlevoix County 
Transit System and the Charlevoix 
County Road Commission at 9 a.m. 
on Wednesday, Feb. 6, to discuss the 
concept, which would have three en- 
tities possibly sharing a building. 

This comes after commissioners 
unanimously voted, 6-0, at their reg- 
ular meeting on Wednesday, Jan. 9, 
to agree to “agree in principle only” 
with the idea of moving forward 
with such a project, understanding 
the estimated cost would be around 
$1.5 million. 

Discussion of the project, how- 
ever, got off to a somewhat rocky 
start. The board’s legal counsel, 
Bryan Graham, first voiced his con- 
cerns on why the county board is 
getting involved in the project, when 
the planning for the potential build- 
ing is already being done on behalf 
of the county road commission. 

“Who’s going to own this build- 
ing?” Graham asked. “There needs 
to be some clear decisions made on 
who’ll own the land. 

“Right now, I see a hybrid situa- 
tion.” 

District No. 3 Commissioner 
Ronald Reinhardt said the county 
could build the facility and retain 
ownership, then suggesting space be 
rented to the CCTS and CCRC for $1. 


“This type of project, the county 
has the funds and the wherewithal 
to do it,” he said, adding the build- 
ing is “something this county needs 
desperately.” 

But, Graham said there are (state) 
constitutional issues with renting 
out the facility for just $1. There 
legally has to be merit to such a pro- 
posal. 

“T don’t want to give false impres- 
sions that you can do things for $1 
and give away taxpayers’ dollars,” 
he said. 

District No. 2 Commissioner Chris 
Christensen also voiced concerns, 
primarily focusing on, if the county 
was the sole owner of the building, 
it likely would also be paying most 
or all of the bill for its construction 
and maintenance. 

“First, my question is, how do we 
pay for this?,” Christensen said. “At 
some point, we’re the only entity 
with skin in the game. 

“That’s my concern,” he added. 
“This has to be a joint, collaborative 
effort.” 

Christensen said the county’s only 
real duty is to make sure the needs 
Charlevoix County Sheriff Depart- 
ment are appropriately address, en- 
couraging the CCSD to come up with 
its own requirements for a stand- 
alone building on Beaver Island. 
Then, he said, the county could com- 
pare the cost of that to the cost of a 
joint project. 

“T’m not questioning the need,” he 
said. “I’m not opposed to the build- 
ing. I’m opposed to the process.” 


But, Reinhardt said the cost over- 
all should be cheaper to have a build- 
ing to house offices for all three 
agencies together. 

District No. 4 Commissioner Joel 
Evans said the Feb. 6 meeting would 
give all the parties involved a chance 
to discuss the issues involved in 
such a project, though he agreed the 
CCSD should outline its require- 
ments for office and jail space on the 
island. 

“As Bryan suggested, we need to 
sit down with the road commission 
and transit,” Evans said. “We need 
to have (the meeting) and get some 
decisions.” 

Graham added that by holding a 
joint board meeting, rather than a 
committee meeting, each board 
could take action at the Feb. 6 sum- 
mit. 

“You get all three bodies in one 
room and share the same informa- 
tion,” he said. “A decision can then 
be made. That’s the process I see. 

“You want to be able to make deci- 
sions. Every board would be legally 
able to make decisions.” 

And, while the board in its motion 
on Jan. 9 vote agreed with the idea of 
moving forward with the project, 
Graham said the board not legally 
bound to it. 

“Just to be clear, we’re not allocat- 
ing fund and no financial commit- 
ment,” Christensen said, before 
voting. “There are a lot of other 
evaluations to be made here.”

Responsible after 
death?

My daughter died. She 
was 82 years old and single, 
and she had lived with me 
for the last few years be- 
cause she was recently dis- 
abled. I did not support her 
financially, and when she 
died she had no assets and 
no will. Is it my responsi- 
bility to pay the student 
loans and medical bills she 
left behind?

Dear Jim, 

I’m so sorry youre expe- 
riencing this kind of grief. 
Losing a child is a heart- 
breaking experience, no 
matter their age. 

The short answer is this: 
If you didn’t sign for it, 
you’re not liable. If a friend 
were to move in with you, 
that doesn’t make you re- 
sponsible for their debts. 
The fact that it was an 
adult family member does- 
n’t matter either. She was a 
legal adult who signed her 
name on the debts in ques- 
tion. 

If I were in your shoes, 
T’dtry to find any papers 
attached to these debts and 
make copies of them. 
Then, I’d write up a form 
letter stating the total debt 
amount and the fact that 
she died with no assets. By 
doing this yow’re notifying 
them that she passed away, 
and they’re not going to be 
paid. There’s no will or es- 
tate to be probated, so they 
can close the accounts. 

Doing this will make 
creditors aware of the situ- 
ation, and it should also 
protect you from getting 
hammered with collection 
calls. But the creditors get 
nothing in this kind of sit- 
uation.

What can you do? First, it is 
essential to monitor your own 
prescription drugs.

Medicare Advantage 
Plans are one of the cover- 
age options that Medicare 
beneficiaries may chose to 
provide their Medicare 
services. Also called “Part 
C” or Medicare Health 
Plans these policies are 
HMOs, PPOs, and Private 
Free-for-Service (PFFS) 
Plans. Benefits offered by 
Medicare Advantage Plans 
may include coverage for 
prescription drugs, vision, 
hearing, dental and health 
/ wellness programs. In 
some cases enhancements 
to these benefits may be 
added as a rider to the plan 
for an additional premium 
amount. Beneficiaries gen- 
erally experi-ence a co pay 
for ANY service that they
